He is a member of the Consultative Com- 
mittee ofthe Board of Ejncation, the Teachers’ 
Registration Council, the secretary and « 
member of the Faculty: of Eogineering of 
London University, haviug been one of the 
original members to be appointed by the 
University Commissioners, aod he is also a 
member and former secretary of the Board of 
Stadies io Civil and Machanical Engineering 
He is a member of the City and Guilds 
Examinations Board as a representative of the 
Board of Edocation ; a member of the Joint 
Scholarship Board and former chairman of its 
Intermediate Scholarships Committee; bon. 
secretary of the Association of Technical Insti- 
tations, of the Coancil of which he has been a 
member for eight years ; a member of the 
Council and Execative of the Nations! Usion 
of Training Schools of Domestic Science, and 
chairman of its Exsminations Sab-Committee ;

colleges. of which there are three, all in 
Cairo—the Polytechnic (the work of which 
is at présent corfived te preparing engineers 
for the Irrigation Service), the School of 
Medicine, and the S:hool of Law. The stsffa 
of the Polytechnic and of the Svbool of Me- 
dicine sre almost entirely English ; the bead 
of the School of Law is a Frenchman, and 
there are French professors in the other inati- 
tutions. There ia also a School of Agrionl- 
ture and an Engineering and Technical School 
of the intermediate grade open to boys who 
have passed throogh the primary school.” 


TRADE SCHOOLS. 


‘The chief work in technical edocation lies 
in the direction of what we shoald cali trade 
schoole. In Egypt they go.under varions 
namer, aoch as model work shops and technical 
schoole. ‘They take the boys from the Kattabs 
and train them to bs good orattsmen and 
artisans. Eogineering is the chief indastry for 
which they are prepared ; the building trades 
come next, specially woodworking. Some do 
leather work and saddlery, one or two printing 
and weaving, and one or two condact depart- 
mentain muslrabbia and inlaid work. Que 
school, kaown as the Model Work-hops, 
situated at Boulac, & saburb of Cairo, bas 
300 paopi's, and it is doing excellent work 
Then there is the Costoms Porters’ School 
at Alexandris, which is now being moved to 
large new buildings erected by one of the 
Mobamedan soc'eties interested in education. 
When completed it will accommodate 450 or 
500 boys. At Mansurah there is a school 
chiefly for wood-working ; Assiout, a ten hoors’ 
railway journey from Cairo, has a model work- 
shop ; and, added Mr. Wells, there ia a very 
interesting small technical school still forther 
ap the country at Aba ‘Tig: ‘'his bag been 
fonnded by one of the wealthy Pashas, who is 
a. Vice-President of the Legislative Council, 
and. who bas built and maintains the school. It 
is worked entirely by native teachers, and the 
trades taught include wood working, smiths’ 
work, weaving, and inlaid and mosbrabia 
work A characteristic featare of these trade 
schools ia that they do work for outside orders, 
charging 48 far as possible markg@®®prices. {n 
thia way, remarked Mr. Wells, “they secure a 
variety of work which would otherwise not be 
possible. Generally speaking, the lads also re- 
ceive & certain amount of instraction in con- 
tinuation of their general edacation—-reading, 
writing, apd writhmetic-—-and elementary les- 
sons on the technical side of their trades, This 
type of school is very largely needed in the 
coontry and the people ars mach interested in 
their development. In Beni Snef and Fayoum, 
two districta io Upper Egypt, the wealthy 
landowners, at the suggestion of the moadir of

-have built two technical schuols, one a ve 

large building not yet completed, and i

{peréass aftptesant.anly. the two schoola already 
réfert#PLothe Sohool-of -Agricaltete aed the 
Boulac Technical School, which is chiefly con- 
fined to engineering and ‘wodd-wotkiig The 
most likely development in this class ga 
tntion is a school or schoole for the building 
trades, for electrical work, and for artistic 
crafte, particularly with a view to developing 
the native industries of Egypt. There is a call 
for come training in electrical work in view 
of the extension of electric lighting in the large 
towns. This type of intermediate school will 
rather aim at preparing the foremen, clerks of 
works, draoghtamen, designers, &o., and its 
atadents shoald have’ been through the pri- 
mary echool, while all its instruction would be 
in English. I hope that some central institu- 
ion of that character may’ be poasible in-Cairo 
Within the next few years, and se the move- 
a develops possibly in Alexandria as well. 
With regard to the higher type of technical 
work, the field at present is somewhat limited. 
There is an increasing demand for engineers 
in the [rrigation Service. There is also a need 
for trained men in the Pablio Buildings Depart- 
ment and in the Sarvey Department. My hope 
is that the Polytechnic may before long develop 
departments to train men for such work, and 
that it may also arrange courses for the higher 
training of mechanical and electrical engineers. 
It shoald be pointed ont that, as Egypt is 
essentially an agricultural country ‘depend- 
ing for ita prosperity upon its agricultaral 
prodocts, practically all the technical edacation 
in the country arises from agricoltaral needs. 
For example, engineers are wanted because 
pamping machinery, steam engines, steam 
ploughs, and other agricaltaral machinery are 
now replacing the older methods of manual 
jaboar ; wood-workers are wanted becange carts 
are being ased for agricaltoral paorposes, and 
harness is reqaired for the horses. S) that 
really the whole thing depends on the needa 
of agriculture. It ia for this reason that the 
new Department which has jast been formed 
ag the resalt gf one of my recommendations 
has been termed the Department of Agrical- 
jtare and Technical Edacation, following, 
indeed, the well known example of the depart- 
ment which exists in Ireland.” 


SUGGESTIONS ACCEPTED. 


‘As I said, ] was firat out there for over 
three weeks. I saw what was being done and 
ceme in contact with many people. Bat | could 
not stay to finieh my work because of engage- 
ments at home.
